Tie Defmtioff, Origin dnd Frogrefs ^^FORTIFICATION; 



Military ArcbiteSurCf or FcrPtficM(im is 
an Arc which teaches us co ^xbofe 
the ieyeral Pares of a PJace in Xudi 
manner^ that with a Few PeribnSy we Wy^ei- 
pel the Attacks of a GrtaiMai^. 

Fortified Towns* have chan'g'd^ and^encreasVl 
their Strength* fn>m time to . timet in. Propor- 
tion of ihe .IcDprovemeot of fucb ofienfiyoe 
Arms, aswereiatdeafeofto attack £m. Fidt 
of all, a TVall and a Ditch were thought fu£- 
ficient. to Defend a Town : The Wall was juft 
broad enough at the T«pt lo hold the Soldiers^ 
and all the Service it did was to ralTe the Be- 
fiejed above the Btfi€;gei;s, and to (Ipp the Pr»- 
grefs of the latter, who wereforc'd «ither to 
Scale the Vail, or to j>ullit Dowvi: But'tbt^ 
thole who . defended a Pkoc^^ w^se do leik ac^ 
pos'd to the Arms oFthe Afiailahcs, thaa Tl^eic 
were to theirs: Wherefore they hegun to build 
Baulemgnh to covier cheoirelves^ leaving a ipace 
between, thto^ which they m^t ihoot ufoa 
the £nemy, and ittimediaMly amr ^rettfc 

ITiofe who were atcack'd. took tu>tk;e» that 
the height of xhe Wall was prejudicial tio them^ 
and ierved'to ibelrer the Enemy aflbon as bt 
was got near it,and who then, wiibour any Dan- 
ger, might eafily undermine it or batter it down. 
Therefore cbey endeavoured co prevent this In- 
conveniency two iev«ral wavs; Firft by mak« 
ing divers Loof-b^a in ihe walls, thro' which 
they Slot uiion the Bc^^ersf (bm tho{eXocf>r 
holes could i)Ot bemanyy for fear of wealleB- 



ing the Walls, and then the Enemy might ftil I 
jra£Iy lie p^veifd in the fpaoes between) ami 
V^« by. maleiog Ca;{mAtes or Murdering Hole.i 
( in Vrench^ JAeurtrieres ) thro' which rfiey t\)xtv^^ 
&ones opoip. tb? Eneim^ ^ but becaufe it was; 
not viery difficult to defend one's ielf from fuch 
.Blows, xwasthouiphtneceirary tohave recourfe 
xo ibme other Fortification. 

* Thofe who were Befieg*d confid6r*d that 
^as not enough co repel the £nemy Fis^nt-wife, 
pr ftuight forward^ but that it v^^uld be ^ con- 
iiderabk Advantage, if they could. (hoot atliim 
f lank-wiie, and behind : This put them u,po|i 
Ibutlding of linn^/ which fiank'd the who^ 
WaU. Thefe Towers weiefirft of all S^uarcj 
and fo cpntriv*d that one of their (ides faced 
theErtemy ;but thetr Form was foon found to " 
fapl^^beoaufe the Front of^he Tower not beihj 
Flank'd» / t^hat -is, haviiig no i>blique Defence 
it might as eaCIy be artslc'd a5 a bace Wall 
Therefore they judged it convenient to mak(i 
the Towers ^tmdi not only bocaufe that par) 
of them which remained without oblique De« 
fenie towards che Eaemy was inconfiderabk' 
but alfo becaufe the Stones wberewkh tbej 
were buih; bekg cut Wedg^wiie, tefifted mucl 
better the Efforts of the ^arterln^ Ram, ( i 
Machine commonly us'd BoWccer (K)wn Walls \ 
whofe ftrokes ferv'd ofaen to malee them lij 
clofer and firmer. Others made ufe of Squar^ 
Towens, bat 4>tborwiie. ^i^^^d, Cor di^ypreJ 
feacod one of cheir Angles to cbe'lEnomy^ xne 
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had this Advantage,that their fides near the Wall 
were not feen by the Befiegers* and neverthelefs 
flank'd the Wall. 'Tis probable that fem 
thele Towers our modern Baftionst have hiad 
their firft Rife. 

The Method of Fortifing Places with Towers 
bas been in Vogue for many Ages, and would, 
perhaps, have continued till now, were it not 
for the Invention of Cannes, which being a^ 
Machine wboi^ ftrokes are much fiercer than 



thofe of any other us'd by the Ancients, hat 
confequenply. oblig'd us to oppofe bigger and 
ftronger Bodies to its violence. Therefore in- 
ftead of Towers, we now make ufe of BAS- 
TJONS, which are the principal Parts of a 
Modem Fortificanon. 

FORTIFICATION, is generally divided 
into DEFENSIVE and OFFENSIVE: The firft 
teaches how to Fortifjt and* Defend a Place, 
the other bow to Attack^ and Tak^ it. 



..ARTICLE II. 

The Eyffariation of the frincifd Parts of Fornfieation. 



THE Effential Parts of a Fortification ar« 
a HampirCy Baftions^z, Ditch ^ and a Covhrdr. 
Way: . , 

AIL the Hdglts 'and Oeptfts of a Fortification 
have a Shelving or Slofe^ which is calFd TA- 

LVD* 

The Trench which is dug about a Place, 
Is caird DITCH, or MOAT ^ whofe breadth 
a;ccording to Mr. Vauhan is of i8 •Paiboms, 
and its depth of 15 Feet. .. ^ ' . 

The Inward Talud or Slop of the Ditch, on 
the. fide of the Town is caird ESCARP, and 
its outward* Talud towards the Country Cmn^ 
tcr-Scaifp. Both thefe Taluds are of about 1 o 
or ix' t^oot each. ' ' "^ , 

By digging the DiYcA, and throwing up thfe 
Earth dugout of it towards the Town,is fbrtp'd 
and rais'd a fort of Bank call'd the I^AM- 
PIf(E or ^AMPAI(T, which is generally 3 
Fathoms or 18 Foot high, 18 Fathoms broad 
at bottom and 1 1 at top, allbwing 3 Fathoms 
for the Talud towards tbfe Ditch, and as pjany 
for the Ttf/^^rf towards the Country. 

l{pTAL'PAI{APET, or Parapet of the i^am- 
fire^ is another Bank, about 3 Fathoms broad, 
and 6 Foot high, plac*d upon the Brink of th^ 
Hamplre towards the Country, to cover thofe 
who defend the Empire. This Parapet is alfo 
caird Breafl worl^f and has a flope towards the 
Country which otfght to be level with the flopc 
of the Glacis. 

That the Soldiers may ftand high, enough 
to (hoot over the Parapet^ there is generally 
one or two fteps, ( 2 Foot high, and 3 broad ) 
addecl within the faid Earapet^ call'd BAN^^ 
gJ^JBTj or Foot'ftep.^

C^non to (hpot thro\are calfd BMB£(ASVJ^S 



or Port- holes, and the folid fpaces between the, 
Port-hojfe, a/e nam'd MEF^LONS. 

The fpaceor Walk between the Parapet and 
the edg^of the Rafnpart toward^' th^ Town, 
is caird TE£(F(APLAIN, which is about 7 
Fathpms. broad. 

A CAVALl&I(^ot Mount, is a great Body of 
Earth rais*d on thfc Terraplairi^.^rvi above the 
Parapet, thereon to plant Ordinance, and finall 
Ihot* to binder the Ei'iemies Approaches . 
. , PLATFOBiMS; are alfo, Plantations wcre^the 
Giinsare laid. 

There are certain Holes^ in form of a Well^j 
contriv-d. in the Terraplain, to make a Mine 
tkke vent, wtich ari dill'd CASCaNES orCcW* 
yerrminef^ , , - . ' 

■ To keep th^ Earth of, the Rampire frotri 
flipping mto the Ktichr they gencraly Jiniild be- 
tween the Ditvb and the X^mpire, a Stone or 
Brick- Wall about 8 or 9 Foot broad, called 
by the French. CHEMISE- {Shirt) At the top 
of this Wall is a fpace i? 6r ^o Foot broad cat 
I'd the PV/iLK OF THE I^pVNDS', with a 
Parapet about 2 Foot broad. and -6 Foot Mgbi 
having Port- boles ar 4 Ft)Ot diftance. 

Ihftead of thiis Wall, the Hollanders for- 
merly made ufe of a FALS E-B /^. -4 7, or 

COVNTEH;Bt(EAStm)F(,K. for the Defence 
of the TVet' ditch; leaving a Bank fide, or a 
fcace of Earth, about 6 Fathoms broad, from 
the Foot of the Rampire to the brink of the 
Ditch; where they rais'd a Parapet shovx 3 Fa- 
thoms broad and 6 Foot high. 

At the Foot both of the TVall^tA Falfehray, 
there is generally left a little Bank fide call'd 
in Engli/h, FOF(ELAND, ( and in French , /(e- 
IkiSf Bermei Orteit^ Pas de SouriSf and Li:{iere) 
about 4 or s Fpoe broad, to keep the Ruins of 
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tl!e Wall or Falfebray from falling into the 
Ditch. 

In the middle of a Wet-ditch they gene- 
rally leave a rifing ground, or gather heaps 
of Sand, to run the Enemys Boats aground ; 
or elfe they drive in Stakes, which reach within 
one Foot of the Surfiacet)f the Water, fopthe 
fame purpofe: But when the Ditch is Dry, feme 
make another little Trench in the middle of 
it caH'd CVSET; about 3, 4 or 5 Fathoms 
broad, and 5 Deep. 

To defend the Country round a Place, and 
keep the Enemy from approaching the Ditch, 
they leave on the Counter/carp, a Walk about 
5 Fathoms broad call'd CO^IDOH^ov COl^EB^D- 
WAT, wHicb is, as it were, another Terrapiain; 
for it is cover *d by a rais'd Bank in from of 
a* Parapet, about 6 Foot high towards the 
Ditch, with a Banquet, like the Parapet of the 
Rampire ; and a gentle Slope towards the Coun- 
try, about 20 Fathoms broad; this Slope is 
caird the GLACIS or ESPLANADE. 

ABASTIONorBVLWAlil^is a piece of For^ 
tification which has five Sides : One whereof 
holds to the ^amfircj and the other four jut out 
into the Country. If it fhould.be feparated from 
the Place, it would then become atv Out-vpor^ 
and be called Javelin or Hatf-momj altho' it 
rerain'd the Form of a Baitim. i 

The COV£(TINE, or Cfmtain\ is that part 
d[ the i(./ri»/>w which is between tw6 Baftions^ 
^ fgf in the id. Figure. 

The FACES of the Baftion arc thofe two 
fides of k which form its Point or Angle towards 
the Country, as in the id. Fi^. bd,- hi 

The FLANK. ^ a Baftion,. is that fide of 
it, whereby its Face is join'd to the C0»r//»^. 
arf. Fig. dg. or cf. 

The GOUpE is the Entrance of the Baftion, 
from /to 5. 

DEMIGOI(pE, is a Line drawn from the 
middle of the Entrance of the Baftion, to the 
Point where the Flank, zrid.CetiKfine meet^ as in 
the id. Fig. ef or eg. 

The CAPITAL of a Baftion^ is a Line drawn 
ffom the meeting of the two Demi-gorges in r, 
to the Point of the Baftion b. 

The SHOVLD£R of a Baftion is that part 
af 9, Flank, next to the Face. It is fo called 
when 'tis left flat, bccaufe it juts out and covers 
the Artillery plac'd in the other part of the Flank. 
■ear the Courtine. 

O^ILLON is the fame part of the Flank, 
when 'tis made round, as in the Baftions forti* 
fiiyi after Mr. Vaubans Method. :.

The SECOND FLAN Kj or Flank, of t 
Courtine, is that part of the Courtine becwe 
the Flank, and the Point where the Ficha 
Line of Defence terminates. This fecond Elai 
is only found in Places fortified after the Dm 
and Italian Methods ; it is fo called becau 
it affords the fame advantage as the Flan] 
it is alfo called Fire of the Courtine, becai: 
from that« Place the Befiegers may fire up 
the Enemy^ when he attacks the^ oppo£ 
Baftion... 

A SAILLANT'ANGLE, is that whofePoi 
is towards the Country ,^ as the Angle cbd in t 
id. Fig. 

The I{jE'ENTJ[{ING'ANGLE, is that whc 
Point is towards the Center of the Place, . 
cid. 

The ANGLE OF 7 HE CENTEIf^ is form 
at the Center of the Place by two Semi-Di 
meters drawn from two Extremities of the P 
hgon, as in the id. Fig. the Angle iab, or ba 
are called Angles of the Center.- 

The ANGLE OF THE POLYGON,^ or 
the Circumference, is comprehended by tv 
fides of the Place or Polygon, as -the Angl 
ibh.

THE POLTGON, Thus in the U. Fig. / b c, or 
hbd, are Dimtnip^d Angles. 

A {{EGVLAH, PLACE or FOKJIHCA- 
TWN, is that whofe Angles, Sides, Baftions, 
in (hort, all its other Parts ate equal. It gene- 
rally bipars the Name of the Number ot it» 
Angles : Thus we call a PENTAGON that 
which has 5 Angles, and confequently 5 Ba<- 
ftions; The BXAGON, has 6; the EPTAGON; 
7 ; the OCTOGON, 8 ; the ENNBAGON, 9 5 
the DECAGON, lo, the ENDBCAGON, 11 ;

The Gt(^EAT SEMI-DIAMETEH of the 
Place, is drawn from the Center of the Placei 
a, CO the Point of the Baftion b, or i, or b. 

A I(prAL FOigriFICATION is tha^ whofc 
Line if Defence is 120 Fathom long ; in pro- 
portion of which Line, all the other confider* 
able Lines are to be drawn. 

ICHNOGHAPHT, is « Draught, Heprefemt* 
tion or GrouiKl Plot cf any Fort or other Work; 
ettbernuide or to be built, drawn or deliniited 
on Paper,*^ Slewing and deftrribifig its FoTtti 
and Proportioci with all its Lines and Angles^ 
and ail other Parts belonging to it. 

Oi(rOGHAPHr, or PffpPIL, is a perpendictt*^^ 
lar,oriipright Draught of any Fortification, asic 
dpes prefent it Tdf to tiie View beiitt; iniib 'd, 
flewing all the Breadths* Heights and Lengths 
of the Hfm fatty Parafett Diteh^ Cwttmetfittrf^ 
&c. 

SCSN0Qi(4PHr, is the Draugfar of any 
Work prefent with its Shadows, at tkt Wotk 
it felf (hews with iti DidMiB&xiSt accotfding 
to the Rules of Perfpafiive.

THE OVTS^f(J^S are accidental Parts of 
a Fortification ; the chief of them are, 
K^avelinsy Half-mcms, Horn worJ^, Tonnillet^ 
Croton-v^ork^s^ 8cc. 

^^BjiVELlNy is a Work compos'd at leaft of 
two Faces (and fotnetimes of two Faces and 
two Flanks, almoft like a Baftion cut off) ly- 
ing beyond the Ditch, for the covering of the 
Courti/Tc, Bridge or Gate^ and furrounded to- 
wards the Country with a Ditch generally lo 



Fathom broad. It has a Rampirealfo 10 Fa* 
thorns broad, not fo high as dhat of the Flace« 
with a Parapet 3 Fathon^s thick, &en but it 
lies open towards the Fortification* Some nie 
the Words of Ravelin and ilalfracm pronuf- 
cuoufly^ 

A HALF'7\400N, is anOut-wori exadjy 
reieoibiif^ a Baftion cat off, it is placed before

A HOI^m>I(X, is a piece of Fortificati- 
% feparated from the Place, and extended to* 
ards the Country with Parallel Lines ; It ge- 
9-aIly covers the whole Courtine, but is tme- 
ses placed before a Baftion.in order to enclofe 
nirces of Springs, Churches^ commanding 
laces and the like. This Work is drawn 
tree feveral ways ; The firft is a SINGLE 
ENAILLE, with two Faces and a Re-enrring 
ogle in the middk ; the kcond is a DOV^ 
LE'TENAlLLBt ( fuch as 6 in the greac 
igure^ with two re- entring Angles and four 
aces ^ and the third Y^uch as Fin the great 
igure) has two Half-Baftions and a Courtine. 
m generally the name of Homrxpork^ is only 
iven to this laft, and that of TcnaiJtc to the 
«ro firft. 

When a SINGLE TENdlLLB is narrower 
awards the Place tlian towards th^Country, 
; is called a S^ALLOfV-TAlL ; and if it. be 
[ DMe-Tenaille. it is called a PI^tESt-BOH- 
V£T. Thefe two Outworks are feldom made 
rfe of, as being of very fmall Defence, and 
he lofs of which may prove fatal to the Be* 
eged. 
Sometimes the Slf^le Tcnaille is drawh nar* 
3wer towards the Country than towards the 
lace, in which C^fe 'tis call'd a COVNTE^ 
TVALLOfP'TAIL. 

Mr. Vautan tis*d formerly a fort of Out* 
york juft before the Cmrtmet which he call'd 
i Tenailkt but having by Exi>erience found . 
t ttfelefs and Incommodious, he has dF late 
left it off. 

A C/V>wm-m)l^J«C is a piece of Fortifica- 
tion having two Sides, two Courtines, one 
whole Baftion and two Half-Baftions ; which

A CRpmiED ttonji-ntil^ is notl I 
but a Horlcvporkj with a CTi>wn-v^\ brfon

A COt;iSrr£itGt;^iy), is anOutwork wt ! 
ferves fomctimes to cover a i^avelifh fometii i 
a Baftion, and fometimes Tome other part ol \ 
Fortification. Its form is different accord i 
to the difpofition of the Ground, or the Fai j 
of Ingenkrs^ Both which have a great inf 
ence on the Figure of aU the other Pieces I 
Fortification. 

The J>ii€b^ . I(amp}re and Parapet of all thi i 
Outworks are the fame with thofe of Javelins a I 
IJaff-moons ; and as for the Cover d^iif^ m I 
Glacis, they have already been deTcdlfd 
mong the fllendal Parts of a fortified Place;? 

A CtTtADEL is a fmall Poftrels bui i 
partly within and partl]^ without a Place, i 
kee^ thofe Inhabitants m aw^^^ whofe Pid> 
lity is difttuRed. Wherefore Cittadels ougl i 
always to be rais'd higher ' than the Cat i 
fortifications, to the end th<^ may be abl ; 
to command them. 

Cittadels ard fometimeS a Square, fbmetime i 
1 Pentagon^ and fometimes an Exagm ^ fo i 
their Figure and Enclofure depends rather up 
on the Neceflity and Nature of the Ground, 
than a voluntary choice. 

The Defences of the City, on the CiftaJel 
fide,, ought always to be demoliih'd^ to the 
end, that if the Inhabitants fliould happen cci 
revolt, or the Enemy to become Mafters of it^ 
they n^ay not be able to otuke any advantage 
of their own Fortifications j efpecially the 
Flankf of the Baftions of the Place which join 
to the Cittadel are to be ruined^, continuing 
their Paces in a right Line, and doping down 
the Kamparts to the t>itch of the CittadeU

Il WThen the Bejiegers take care to ftbp all 
ways and Paflfages, and all Intelligence that 
may, be fent into or out of the Toxvn or Fort 
chat is attack'd, this is call'd a BLOCl^ADB^ 
Oft; BLOCKING VP THE TOfVN. 

Affoon as the Place is Blocked up, a Gener 
ral ought to confider whether it be like to be 
relrev'd l5y,tlte Enemy's Army, or whether be- 
ing Mafter of the Field, he has nothing to fear 
b!ut from the G-4/yySON, ("which is a^ certain 
number of Officers and Soldiers that Defend a 
PJace.) 

In the firft cafe, be ought to m^ke a. CIJ^" 
CVMVALLATION, both to fecure his Army,

The CAMP and {i^A!(rBI{^. 

IL The Place being Blocked up, and all the 
Army, Baggage, Provtjions of PVar, and the Ar* 
tillery arrivd, then the CAMP is form'd out. 
And here is to be well confider d the Conditi- 
on and Scituation of the Place, how the Sp^/t: 
TfiJf^S, as well for the.. Cavalry, as Infantry may * 
be diftributed, and how beft fecur'd with fufr. 
feient Trenchesy Batteries, B^doudts and other. 
Works neceflary ; moft particularly the follow- 
ing .Circumftances muft be regarded 9.1. Hills, 
and other eminent places near a Camp, which, 
njuft be fecur'd by ftrong Works or by a De- 
tachpent of Soldiers, or clfe altogether avoided. 
•^2; The Camp muft be above Cannon- fhct. 
from the Town, that fo the Enemies Guns may 
do it no damage^ 

3. If the Camp muft be form'd in a low 
Place, great care muft be taken, that it may 
not be ovcrflow'd and drown'd.

III, After the Camp is form'dj the next thing 
is to chufe a fit Place to begin the Line rf 
CONT^AVALLATION , cali'd Breaking of 
Ground^ which is to be chofen beyond Musk^ct 
or Falcon- floot from the Town. This Line, if 
the Garrifon be ftrong, is carried round abouc 
the Town to keeip them in, and hinder the SAL" 
LIES of the Befiegedy from hurting the Bejie* 
gers. And if the Enemy have Armies near, 
that may endeavour to raiji the SiegCy before. the 
Town can be taken, then there muft be made 
another Line farther into the Field, which is 
caird the Line of CIRCUMVALLATION. 
The Breadth of either of thefe Lines is abouc 
lo or 12 Foot, and the depth 4, 5 or^ Foot. 
Upon thefe Lines within Musket-fliot, or 750 
Foot one from another, are to be placd RE- 
DOUBTS, LONG-SQUARES with TEN- 
AILLES, TRIANGLES, RAVELINS,HALF. 
MOONS, HALFBASTIONS, STAR- 
WORKS, FIELD-SKONCES, INDENTED- 
LINES, TRAVERSES and other Forts with 
I{amfartSi wbofe Bafis may be fome 9 or 10 
Foot think' The interior hight or the Parapet 
6 Foot, The Exterior 5 Foot, The Banquet 3 
Foot broad, and i and a half high. Thefe 
Works indeed are various, and are made accord- 
ing to the circumftances of the Place, the 
Strength of the Enemy, and Danger of the 
Army, as we faid before. 

The Di£Ference between ^LineofCircunwaiU' 
t4on and zLine ofContravaiiatim is, that in mak- 
ing the firfl: the Earth is thrown up towards the 
Fields, and in the other towards- the T^wn. 

The Line of Circumvallation is to be carried 
round the Camp, encibfing ground enough for 
all the Army to lodg in ; and the Quarters of 
the General and other great Commanders are 
to be plac'd round about, fo as they may con- 
veniently relieve each other. 

Of OPENING the TRENCHES. 

IV. The Lines of. Circumvallatim and Con* 
travaliation being finilh'4> if .tis deiign'd to re- 
duce the Town by Famine, nothing more needs 
to be done than to provide for the Entertain- 
ment and Subfiftance of the Army, and to be 
upon the Guard againft the Sallies of the Gar- 
rifon, . and the Enemy from without ; but if 'tis . 
relblved to take the To**'n by open Force, the 



Irigeniers muft mark the Place for opening th< 
TRENCHES, that is the beginning of th< 
Line of APPROACHES, which may be abou 
1000 or 1200 Foot from the Counter/carp 01 
Glacis of the Town. There ought firft tc 
be built a B^doubt or Battery of Guns well 
Flank'd, to keep or divert the Enemy frotr 
Firing into the Trenches, which Line is car- 
ried on obliquely, fo that no Shot can be made 
out of any Work of the Town that may 
Scour the Trenches. With 3 or 4 Turnings 
you may approach to the Glacis : At the end 
of each Turning there muft be a Hedoubt 
built for Guards. The Breadth of thefe Tren- 
ches may be 10, 12 or 14 Foot at the Top, 
the depth 4 Foot, lo that the Depth and Banii 
made of Earth thrown out towards the Ene- 
my, may be a Good and fafe Covert for the 
Soldiers, and may be 6 or 8 Foot at the Bot- 
tom, with 2 or 3 fteps to get up to the Breafl- 
worlds, but deeper and wider as you come nearec 
to the Town. But if the Ground be R^kj or 
Marjhy, then there muft be provided abun* 
dance of Hurdles, Gabions or Cannon Bask^tsi 
and Bavins, to make great EJpaulements well 
Flank'd to cover the Souldiers from the Ene- 
mies Cannon. 

The Branches of the Trenches are called 
BOrAVX. 

Of the Carrying on the LINES OV APPHpACH- 
ES and raijing BATTEi^IES. 

V.For the Carrying on the Lines. 0/ Approachesr 
and- raifing Batteries, the Ingeniers mutt be fure 
to be provided, jfi with PILES . and PALIS' 
SADOES made of Wood, about ^ Inches, or 
little lefs, in diameter,.3 or 6 Foot high,wrought 
round, plated or (hod with Iron at the Points, 
and having 2 or 3 great Iron Nails driven 
through them towards the Head 8 or 9 In- 
ches long. 

2. With Chevnux de Frife, being Turn-pik^si 
or fpars of 12 or 14 Foot long, and about 6 In- 
ches Diameter, having 6 fides bored with holes 
one right under another, on each fide about 6 
Inches diftant one from the other. The Pickr 
ets that are driven inio the holes are 5 or 6 
Foot long, pointed with Iron at both ends, 
and well faftned into the holes. Thefe are 
of great ufe toftopthe Enemy in the Breaches.. 

3. BARRICADOBS, that is a Fence n-^ade 
of Palijfadoes 

4. CHANDILEERS, that is, a Frame to 
lay Fapots, or long Bru/h-wood in, 

5. MAN- 
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5. MANTELETS, or BLINDS made of 
Boards or long Planks, and fill'd wkh Earth, 
4 or 5 Foot high, i Fooc and a half thick, i, 
2 or 3 Rod long, which are moveable to Ihel- 
tcr the Muskjeteers and iVorkpietu 

7. CHAUS TRAPS, Cnltlnops, or Craxrfeet 
which are four pointed Irons, one Point where- 
of is always upwards. 

8. MUSKET-BASKETS, or fmaller Go- 
Urns about a Fooc and a half high, 8 or lo 
Inches at the Bottom, and a Foot at the Top 
Diameter, and are ufually placM upon Low 
Brenft'TVorkSf or when the greaf Work is beaten 
down* 

9. Canvas BAGGS OF EARTH, about a 
Foot in Diameter, and a Foot and a half 
in lencth, to be laid upon the Parafets^ or on 
the Edges of Jntrenehments.

11. GINS for lifting up and ihifting 
Guns. 

fX. Shovels 9 S fades, Pick/ixeSf PfHieel-^arrowSf

13. MORTA&-PJBCES, great and kfler^ 
with Granadoe-Shells or Bonibs and all materials 
belonging to them, Hand-Granadoes fitted with 
Igittfef/, Carcajfes^ &c. 

On the Wines of the Trenches it will not be 
improper to raiie Effaulements in form of a Tta' 
verfe^ the better to hinder the Snllies^ and fa-» 
vour the Progrefs of the faid Trenches^ by 
fbpporring the If^orkjnen. Thefe Effaulements 
are little Trenches which face the Place, and 
liave Cpmnmnication with the peat Trenches. 

qf BATTBKIES. 

VI. The PLATFO^hlS for the Batteries are 
made between the z^eat Trenches : the firft are 
fartheft from the Place^ and fervc only to hin* 
der Sallies. But as the Trenches advance, other 
Batteries are rais'd to ruin the Defences ot 
the Town, that is to fay, the Parapets, and 
todifmount the Artillery of the Befiegdi laft- 
ly, the Batteries to make Breaches are neareil 
10 the Counterfcarp, 

Of THE LINE OP COMMUNICATION. 

VII. When the Trenches are brought to the 
Foot of the Glacis^ then there ought to be 
made a Line of COMMUNICATION, betwixt 
the two or more Approaches that were carried 
on at one Time. This Trench is to be filFd 



with Mufjueteers, who are continually to hin- 
der the Enemfr from ihcwii^ their Heads abore 
the l(ampire, while the Canons are beating 
down the Parapets, and levelling the fVorl(^s. 

Of the Line calU the SAPP. 

VIII. When you can no longer draw yoixt 
Trenches obliquely, there is cut a ftraic deep 
Trench or long Chmnel^ call'd the ^apf, throt^ 
the Parapet of the Glads, dire<31y to that part 
of the Fortification which is defign'd ibr the 
Mine and Attack, which is commonly at the 
end of the Faces of the Baftion. 

This Channel or Trench k made deener tfaaa 
the r^ of xbc Approaches, and is cover d abore 
with Boi^hs, Hjaes or other neceflary Matcerv 
to keep the Pioneers or H^arksnen fnxn the fig^t 
of the B^eged. 

Of the §llif^ tip the DITCH, and carrying 
ever tbeXiALLElHY. 

IX. The SAFP being advanc'd cfarotgh rbe 
OutJfresfi'Vtork, and Cof^erd-wi^ unco the Ditmb^ 
then great ftore of Pimeers mnft be employ'd to 
carry Eartbf Fafcines, Stenes, See. in Irbeelban 
raws or odmwife, Night aad Day, to fill up 
the MMt whether it be wet or dry. 

The MMmt is to be rais'd on diat fide which 
refpeds the Enemies Cenrtim and ofpefue Elamk^ 
and fo CO be wrought and caroied on with 
fuch a breadth* that the Gallery may be am- 
veniently fet upon it ; the upper part of which 
muft be well iecured againft Fir^ by being 
cover'd with a Foot and a half of Earth* 
Thefe Galleries are made of Frasnes of Timber 
fome 9 or I d Foot wide, and the height 9 Foot. 
And that fide towards the Enemy's Fknk liuift 
be double plank'd, and Musket- proof ; or Chmt^ 
dileers and Faggots may be planted to fave 
the Pioneers. Thefe Frames are to ftand 7 or 
8 Foot one from another, till the Galleries 
reach to the Foot of the BaHion. 

Qf the MINE. 

X. The Gallery being brought ova:' to the 
Face of the Bafiion, the next thing is to make a 
MlNBf which is done by Miners, with Inftru* 
ments fit for thatPurpofe, and is generally made 
4 Foot, or 3 and a half high and wide, buT. 
narrower the nearer you come to the place zp^ 
pointed, called the CHAMBEl{^ of the Mine 
The Channel is made winding by feveral turns 

wrought 
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wrought on to i)revcnt the ftrcngth of the 
Powder from coming out forwards. When 
the Miner is come to the Place defign'd, which 
ought to be further than the outward Talud^ 
then he makes the Chamber for the PowdcTf 
which is about 8 or lo Foot wide, and 4 or 
5 Foot high. Here he puts the Barrets of Pow- 
der, which muft not be long there before the 
Time of Execution, left it grow moift and be 
fpoiiy. The Mouth of the Mine muft be 
clofe ftopp'd, putting crofs Timbers in each 
Return, leaving a Trunin or hoilow Pipe full of 
P&wder for the Tr/i/«, fo that putting a Match 
to it, the Mine may be blown up at the Time 
appointed. 

0/ a STORM or GENERAL ASSAULT. 

XL The Mine being Sprung, and having 
made a fufficient Bl{EACH, the laft thing to 
be done, in order to take a Town, is to give 
it a GENE!{4L ASSAVLT. 

When every Thing is in a readinefs, the beft 
time to mount the Breach is in the Day Time, 
when Emulation fires each noble Spirit, and e« 
ven Shame gives Courage to Covpards, Befides, 
that the Befiegers Artillery plays more exadbly 
upon the Defences of the Town, and upon the 
Head of the Breaches^ than they could do in 
the Nighty befides, that they who are com- 
manded to enter the Breach^ would be in dan- 
fer, in the dark, of being kiird by their own 
hot. 



The Signal being given by a Bomh^ or Ton 
other luminous Ball Ihot up in the Air, eve 
one muft go to the AfTauIt according to h 
Qualifj and the Orders he has received. No 
in regard it is of great concern to give tl 
Befieg'd feveral Diver/ions at the fame Tim« 
and to difturb them in their Defences, befidc 
the two Breaches, which are the leaft numbe 
that can be made in order to sl general Ajfauli 
the General therefore hotly alarms^ aud threaten 
feveral other Places at the fame inftant ; anc 
appoints ftout refolute Men, well furnifh'c 
with Ihort Arms, Petards^ Granadoes^ Fire 
potSt Scaling Ladders^ &c. fome of which, b) 
the help of Mantelets or Portable Defences fliali 
approach the Gates, and apply the Petard^ whilfl 
others Scale the Walls; every one making ufc 
of Fire-works, and continuing the AStion with 
Vigor until the Place be gain d, 

Aflbon as the Befiegers are Mafters of the 
Head of a Breach^ they ought to lodge them/elves 
there, if they have realon to think that the 
Town will beat a Parley, in order to Capitti^ 
late, and thereby fave themfelves from being 
Plunder d; for otherwife 'tis beft to carry on 
the Aflault whilft the firft vigorous Attacks 
has ftruck Terror thro* the Befieged, 

As for INTl{EMCHMENrS their Form is 
to be determined by the Nature of the Ground, 
the Figure of the f^orl^, which the Befiegers 
have carried, and the Skill and Prudence of 
the Ingenier.

The Spaniards poflefs no 
other Port in Flanders^ but this and Newport, 
and this being the moft conliderableof thetwo, 
they have enlarg'd the Haven, and. ntade a great 
Work in order to the carrying their Ships 
over into that Cut which goes from Ofiend 
to Bruges^ out of their Harbour, by the'means 
of a very great Lock, or Receptacle of Water 
which coaamunica(fis wicli bqtb.

NEffV9F(T, Lac. I^ovus Portus, formerly 
caird Sanf'hoff in Dufch, that is to fay, 
the Head of the Sands, is a ftrong Sea-Porc- 
Town in the Spanifh Flanders^ on xhe River 
Tperle^ which tho* but a mean Channel, yet 
where it falls into the Sea makes a confidera- 
ble, long and fecure Haven; altho' fcarcely 
capable even at high Tides, of receiving Vel- 
fels of any great Burden. It is a place of good 
Strength, being fortified with a Rampart, with 

aaare and round Toners, and Ibveral Half- 
oons and Ravelins. The Streets are broad 
and ftreight, but the Houfes are generally low, 
and moft part of Timber. The Inhabitants 
fupport themfelves chiefly by the Filhing Trade. 
From hence the Englifh Packet Boat goes week- 
ly to Dover. This Town being invefted by 
the .Hollanders in the Year 1600* iinder the 
Command of Maurice Prince of Orange^ af- 
filed by fome Englifh Troops, Commanded 
l>y Sir brands Vere^ the Arch-Duke Albert of 
Atiftria^ then Governor of Flanders came to its 
Relief, with a numerous Army ; wjience enfued 
a memorable Battle, fought on the adjoinning 
^nd- Hills, wherein Prince Maurice obtained a 
very Signal Victory, and the Arch- Duke was 
oblig'd to efcape by Flight; in this AcSfcion 
the Englifh di(tinguifh*d themfelves by their 
Bravery. Newport ftands 9 Miles S. W. of 
Cflend ; 1 6, N. E. of Duniirk, ; 1 9 almoft W. of 
Bruges ; and 40. W. of Ghent^ Long. 11. D.

III. D E N A R D. 

OVDEN^HP, Lat. Aldenarday or Aldenar* 
dum is a Town of the Spani/h Flanders, 
Seated on the River Scheldt which divides it into 
two Parts. It is a Town of good Wealth, by 
means of the Trade, efpccially in its own Ma- 
nufacftureStTapeftry andfincLinnen. It is alfo the 
Capital of a Caftellany, which contains 33 Vil- 
lages. Its Fortifications confift in a Caftle call'd 
Pamcle, joinM to the Town by a Bridge over 
the River, a ftrong Rampart with Towers and 
Baftions, and pretty regular Outworks ; But is 
Commanded by a high Hill on the fide towards 
p^ioflt which takes away from its pihcrwife ad- 
vaitageous Situation in 1484. this Town was 



taken by ftratagem by Philip of Cleves Lord 
of H^aveftein ; furpriz'd by Blomart in 1 567, be- 
fieg'd and taken by the Prince of Pdrma in 
1581. and by the French in 1658. but being 
reftor'd to the Spaniards by the Pyrenean Treaty, 
they again took it in 1667. and had it yielded 
to them by the Treaty, of Aixla-Chappeile. It 
was Befieg'd without fuccefs by the Spaniards 
in 1674. but by the Peace of NimegueH reftor'd 
to them in 1679. ^^d it has ever fince remain'd 
in their Hands. It ftands 14. Miles S. of Gene, 
and 36. W. ofBruJfels, Long. 25. D. 48. m.

MAESr^ICHT, Lat. Obtricum, Tra/eBum ad 
Mofam, or TrajeBum, Superius^ to dif- 
tmguifli it from Vtrecht, call'd TrajeHum ad 
I(henUnh * or TrajeSum Inferius ftands on the 
Weftern fide of rhe River Maes , ( or Meufe ) 
which has here a beautiful Stone-Bride of 9 
Arches, and where was always a Ferry or Paf- 
fage, caird Trecht in Dutch, from whence the 
Town has its Name. On the Eaftern Bank 
lies the mcl^ which is a Suburb to the City. 
The Bilhops of Liege and the Dukes of Brabant 
heretofore divided the Jurifiicaion of this City 
betwixt them, but it was in the Hands of the 
latter, and with that Dutchy pafs'd to the Houfc 
of Aufiria. In the War-time taking pan with 
the States of Holland, it wa^ befieg'd by the 
Prince of Parma in r 579. and tho' they made a 
very vigorous Defence they were forc'd to fub- 
mit, and continued under the S;>^/>rf till 1632. 
When it was taken by the Hollanders, who 
kept It in Purfuance of the Treaty of Munfter. 
The French took it, after a (harp Siege, in 
1672. The Hollanders endeavoured the Re- 
duAion of it in i<$76. whhout Succefs; but 
it was reftor'd to them by the eight Article of 
the Treaty of Nimeguen in 1678. The old 
Buildings here are but ordinary ; but thofe built 
fince the Hollanders have had the Town are of 
Brick, and very fair, particularly the Stadt.Hou/e 
( or Guild-hall ; which is a Stnidlure of white 
Stone, Seated in one of the Piazza's, and very 
well Painted in the Infide. In another Piaz- 
za is a Fountain, a Row of Trees and a great 
Church. The City is large being reckon d 4 
En'rli/h Miles in Circuit, but not very populous. 
There are about 20 Monafteries, three Dttteb 
Churches, one common to the Engli/h and

^T^OTUHN^fT; Lat. Tomacum, Bclg. Dornkk, 
Jl is the Capital City of a ftnaH Country in 
Ff^mb-MdnderSf calFd Tournaijis, and the Seat 
ofa Soveraign Council or high Jurifdidion fioce 
1669, It is very ancient, being menxion'd in 
AftPmifies Itinerary, and in the nth Epiftk of 
Sd. Jercmt. It is feated in the ttiidft of pJear 
fant and-froitful Meadows, on the Banks of 
the Scheldt and is dignified with an EpiFcopal 
See under the Metropolitan of C amir a^. It 
is a very coniiderable City, being large, well 
built, a place of good Trade, and very Popur 
lotts. It is divided into ten Pariflies, the Churches 
whereof are (lately, and the Cathedral,dedicated 
to St. Mmy^ magnificent ; befides which there 
are two Abbeys, and feveral Religious Houfes,

The Church of St, Servatius was foriperly a 
Collegiate, and had the Honour to have the 
Duke of Brabant always one of its Canons ;

from whom a Succeffion of 20 Biihops ruled 
in this City ; but upon the Martyrdom of St. 
Latntert't the See was tranflated to I^fege in 
7ji3« This Town is very ftrong, having be- 
sides ft good Wall and Trench, many Out- 
wotks of Modern Form, well contrivM to 
cppofe the advantages Befiegers may have by 
the Nature of the Earth, convenient for Mines 
and Trenches.

It is one of the five Ports of Flanders^ and was 
therefore a place of good Trade in the flou- 
rifliing time of this Country ; afterv/ards in the 
War-time, it became a Retreat of Pirates and 
Robbers, who infefted the Seas, and very much 
difturb'd Trade, Ifi the late War its Inhabi- 
tants have enrich *d themfclves by Pfizes, taken 
chiefly under the Command of the famous Du 
Bart, Tte Emperor Charles V. firft rais'd its For- 
tifications, which the French demolifli*d when 
they took and fack'd theTow;i in 1558 claiming 
it as Francif de Bourbon E^rl of Vendojme's Inhe- 
ritance.- The Sfaniards retook it in 1583. and, 
here a great part bf the Fleet defignd to invade 
England in 1388. was equipped by the Prince 
oiVdrma^ but by the Vigilance of the Dutch^ 
Eleetj. whicb lay before the tjarbour, tbey v»er« 
kept in and could not join the reft* or their 
Fleet, which very much facjilitated their over- , 
throw* The French took it- again in i64j^, 
under the Condudofthe Duke or £«^i&/ff», and 
the Spaniards retook it in 165^2. It was after- 
wards finally taken by the Mareflial dc Twen- 
nein 1658. by the joint Forces of JFV^wcfand 
Englandi and yielded to the Englijfh^ in whofe 
Hands. \i remained till 1662. when it was 
fold to iht-French By K. Charles 11. at the per- 
fwafion of Chancellor Hide^ for the fum of 
9©oooo/, fterling. The FrewcA who have ever 
fince held it, have very much enlarged the 
T^wn, and beftow*d prodigious Expence on 
it Fortifications. The Town is defended by 
nine Royal Baftions^ eleven Ravelins or Halt- 
moons, lome of which are cover'd with Coun- 
terguards, and a Cittadel of 5 Baftions, of an 
irregular Form. Befides thefe, thic French have 
dug a large Bafin or Dock within the Town, 
capable of receiving 130 Ships of Burden, and 
cue a Canal thro* the Splinter Sands, almoft a 
Mile into the Sea, which is fecured by a Mol^ 
or Gallery on each iide ; on the middle of each 
Gallery is a wooden Fort with 8 Guns in each ; 
and towards the end of the Moles are two 
larger Eprts with 16 Guns planted on them; 
Betweerj: the faid wooden Forts on the left 
fide ofl^e Mole, is another ftrong Fort calTd 
the B^banl^ well fecuip'd by a 1 00 pieces of 
OinoBj'^which command the Port ^ a work. of 
vaft Labour, Art and Charge, by which the 
J^, of France intended to pake it an .HiSiTbour

with a Bifliops See SuflFragant of rhe Archbi* 
(hop of Colcgne, It is a free, imperial City, un» 
der the Protedlion of its proper BiAop, who^ 
ftiles bimfelf Prince of the Empire, Duke of 
Bouillon, Marquis of Francbimont^ and Earl of 
Loots, and Hasbaiu^ which are particular Lord* 
(bips in the Bifhoprick of Liege, It is built 
in a pleafant Valley,, (urrounded with Woods and 
Hills, amongft fweet Springs which fall down 
from them. The publick Buildings,as the Biflipp s . 
Palace,the Churches and Bridges, are fumptuous 
and magnificent. The Streets are fpacioos and 
well built; the River Maefi runs tfaro' the- 
Town in two Arms, and many fmaller Streams^ 
which together with the 'Legic\ aiod the three 
Rivulets bf Vte, Vefe and Ambluat ("which fall 
into . the Maefix before it enters this City) wa^ 
ter almoft every Street. There are a great niun* 
ber of Abbeys and Religious Houfes, and eight 
Collegiate Churches. The Cathedral dedicated.. 
10 St. Hubert^ is famous for its Chapter, to 
which no Canon can be admitted except he be 
Noble by Birth, or by Learning;, that is, ex- 
cept he be a Gentleman or a IXxftor. The 
Bifliop*s See was firft at Tmgres^ from thence 
removed to MaeHritcht, and at laft by St. HU" 
bertf fuccefTor of St. Lambert the Martyr, fettled 
herein 713. before which Liege was a fmall 
Village only, but afterwards encreas*d daily* 
and in 1007. Biihop Notger caus'd it to be 
Waird. A vaft part of the Town within the 
Walls is not built, but cmploy'd ia Vine- 
yards 



yards and Orchards, which are very fruitful. 
Ic is fuppos'd by fome to h^\e Uea iuilc by 
Amborix, a German Prince xnenrion'd by Julius 
Cafan Here is an Univerficy, formerly exctcd^ 
ing famous for the Pcrfons of great Quality Stu- 
dents in it, many Kings Sons, befides Diike^ 
and Lords, were frequently found here ; nay, 
in H31. there were no lefs rhan 23 King's 
Sons refident in it, as Meibomius relates. The 
City is fortified chiefly with a Cittadel and fe- 
veral Out- works, and judg'd to be four Miles 
in compafs. • Befides the Churches above men- 
tion d there are many others, even to the number 
of a hundred in all ; which as alfo the Con- 
vent$5 are fo ftately and well built, that this 
City is reckbri"d to outvy any in Germany. 
Among the Religions Houfes there's one of 
Englijh Jefuits. In St. milsam*s Convent with- 
out the Gate, lies buried the famous Engii/h 
Traveller Sir John MandeviL This City fuf- 
ferd very much from the Normans^ and from 
one of ehe Dukes of Brabant who took ic and 
plundered it \xt i%ii. And in 1409. John 
Duke of Burgundy, taking advantage of their 
difagrcemcnt in the EleAion of aBifhop, griev- 
oufly affliaicd it,killing 36000 of them in a ftittle,. 
and entring into rhe City, caufed'the chief of 
ihofe that had oppofed him to be caft into 
the Maefe. After tbrai, in 1468, Charles Duke 
of Bwrgmd;!^ zffiiti took and fack^d. ^fais City, 
and put 100000 of the Inhabitants to the 
Sword: In this laft Age it has been ill treated 
by its Bifliops, and the FjwcA. taking ic by fur- 
prife, in 1675. the next Year ruin'd the, Citta- 
del. in 1688. the Baron of Blderen, ' great 
Dean of the Cathedral was chofen Bilhop, and 
Prince of Liege by Plurality of Voces, in op- 
poficion' to the Cardinal of Furftembergy ' and 
repaired the old Fortifications and added new 
ones, efpecially in the Year 1693. upon ap- 
prehenfion of the French Defigns againft this 
City. This Kfliop being dead towards the be* 
ginning of the Year 1694. the major part of ^ 
the Chapter, notwithftanding the oppofitibn of 
the French Fadioni and the Proteftations of Car- 
dinal Bouillon, firft made choice of Prince C&- 
menpoi BavariayBleStor ofCdlogne;zr\d theother 
part of the grand Matter of the Teutonick, Or- 
der, to be their Prince and Biflrop ; both which 
fcnt to the Emperor and Court of Upme about 
ic; but Heaven Redded the conteft by the 
Death of the Grand Matter^ and fo thcElecaor 
of Cologne in fome time after got the^eaceable 
Poffeffion of this Principality and Bifliopricfc 
Utge ftands 30 Miles almoft N, £. oiNamur, 
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and 54 E. of Bru/fe/s.

It is larger and well Fortified with 
good Boiwarks, and three Ditches, with Slui- 
ces that may drown all the Country round a* 
boat, except the Eaftem fide -where the Ground 
is ibmewhat higher, and where they have rais'd 
good fiaftions. This Town has fine Buildings, 
Mdjan old CaAIe, and is famous for its Trade, 
good Workmen^ and the Abbey or College of 
the GmcmlBs^cl St. Pfkltmk. They are Vir- 
gfoAJof QQality wba are prefenr at the Morn- 
ing Service in Canonical Habit, but wear fe- 
cabr Qoatfas the reft of the Day,- and are per-^ 
naicte^ to; marry, Whenfeeyercfaeypleafe; Among' 
the publick Buildings, the Palace wherein is^

Some derive its 
Name from Novo Mure^ a New-wall built here- 
by the B^mans. Vo^Paul IV. eftablilh'd thetjein: 
an Epifcopal See under the Arcbbifliop of Cam^ 
bray^ and the Church of St. Albln was etched 
into a Cathedral in 1569^ Befides the Cathe- 
dral, there is alfo the Collegiate Church of our 
Ladyi and feveral other Churches and Monaf- 
teries. This City has a large and handfom. 
Market ;placefc a ftately Town-bpufe, and. a^

Eortant Place comifts in the Caftl^» wbioh is 
uilt upon, a Hill in aa Angle formed by the 
Sambrct and the Macs^ and d^end^i by aa 
irregular Fprtificatioot &ch as the. Ground 
couM adnait of. This Caftle beHdes a Bridge 
over the Sombre ( whereby, it cooupuoicates 
with the Town ) has another over the JMur/^ 
defended by a B^velin, and a very regular 
Crown- worL In 1691 the Strength of the 
Pl^e. being dlfcover'd to the French by the Ba"- 
roh de Brejfe^ wha under Pretence of being 
taken, did aduaOy diefert the Sfaniflo Service, 
Lewis XIV« with Soooo Mea fat down be- 
fore it, ( Marefchal Luxemburg covering the 
Siege whh another great ktmy) ^nd carried 
the Town after a. few Days refiftance. While 
the French continued to befiegje the'Caftte, 
King H^iUam. IIL of great B^Pfam march'd 
with 90000 Men to- its Relief, but thejBvwtfA 
being advantageoufly pofted, ibey declio-d Bat- 
tle. His Majefty did notwithftanding dmve 
them from fome of their P(^5, aad laid Bridges 
over the River to pais it, buf in the mean 
time a great Ram happeaing, fwell'd the Ri- 
ver, carried down the BridgeSt prevented his

CIlAl{LEF{pr, LaL Carolo^JUfgiumM a Town 
and Fortrels built upon a Mouncain near 
the Sombre and Pietm ; it was but. a Village 
caird Charnoy untill the Spaniards^ under the 
Condudl of the Marquis or Caftel'ksdrigo^ for- 
tified ir in 1666^ on purpofe to hinder the in- 
roads of the French Garriions between the Sam- 
bre and the Maetf and call'd it Cbarleroy^ in 
Honour of Charles 11. their laft King. It is 
defended by fix regular Baftions^ as noany Ra- 
velins, two Half Moons in form of Countetf' 
Gards, five Tenailles before fire, of « the 
Curtains, a Horn- Work before the 6ih Cur. 
tain, a Crown- Work on the South fide of the 
Sombre^ and feveral detach'd and advanc'd 
fiaftions. This Place, tho* (b well forrified, 
was taken hyiht French in 1667. 0nd yielded 
to them by the Peace of Aix-la Chaff elie, af- 
ter wiiidh they employed great diligence and 
coft in repairing the Fortifications and adding 
new ones. The Dutch and Spaniards attempted 
this Town twice in vain, the firft time in 1 672. 
arid the fecond in 1677. But in the Year 
1678. ic was.refign'd to the Spaniards by the 
Trtaty. of 'NiwegUen* In 1692. the Freneh 
bombarded this Place ; in 1693* th^. fat .down 
before ic with a numerotis Army, the.MarquU 
Ae Villeroj carry itig on the Siege, and Marefchal 
Luxemburg covering him, io that the Con- 
federate Army, Commanded by the King of 
great Brittain and the Elector of Bavaria^ not 
being ftrong enough to attack them, they car- 
ried the Town by furrender, after a gallant 
Defence by the Marquis de Cafiillo the Govern- 
our, the li?. of OBober 1693. Ic was reftor'd 
to the Spaniards in purfuance of the Treaty of 
I{e/wtcl{.

LVXBMBVUPH, Lat. LVXEMBZ^l{GV^ 
or Lucihnrgum, or Augufia B^manduorum 
is Situated partly upon a rocky hill, whicl 
is almoft furrounded by the little River Alfii: 
or Elfe, and partly on a Plain at the Foot o 
the Hill. The Old Town ftands in the Plain 
which being commanded by the Hill,occafion*d 
the Building of the new Town there, in whicM 
the Houfcs are fair, and many of Stone. Id 
is one of the ftrongeft Places m Europe ; for 
on one fide, the Hill is very fteep and furroun- 
ded by the River, which is a good Defence ; 
and on the other it is fortified with Strong, tho* 
irregular, Baftions, Ravelins, Half Moons, 
Counter- Gards, two Cover'dwavs, and feveral 
Redoubts. Ir has a Convent or the Order of 
. Sc. Francis^ in which lies buried John King 
of Bohemia, Father of Charles IV Emperor of 
Germany, flain by the Englifh at the Battle 
of CreOy in 1 346. This City has fuffer'd 
much by the Wars between the French and 
the Netherlands, In 1529. the Emperor Charles 
V. took it from Francis ift King of France. 
In 1542. It was taken arid fackM by the 
Duke o( Orleans, and retaken, and treated in the 
fame manner by the Spaniard the Year follow- 
ing;. in whofe hands it remain d till the Year 
1684. when notwithftanding all the Advantages 
of its ftrengch, the French made themfelvcs 
Mafters of it on the 4th of June, after a Siege 
of 26 pays; and haye fo liiuch added fince to 
Its Fortifications, as to i-endet- it amoft impreg- 
nable. Ic was granted to the French, together 
with its Dependencies, in a Truce concluded 
the fame. Year, but was reftor'd to the King of 
Spain in 1-698. in purfus nee of the Treaty of 
J^^efmck: tuxembhrgh ftands 1 8 Miles S. W. of 
Trier I 31 N. of Mel:('^ J2, S. of Limburg; 
and 100. S. E. of Brujfels, Lon. 25 D, 34 m.

XY. C A M B R A r. 

('^AMBF(AT, Lat. Cameracum, the Capital 
J of the County of Cambrejjs, featrd up- 
on the Scheld, is great, fair, well built, and 
one of the ftrongeft Towns in Chriftendom, 
Authors write that Camber King of the Sicam- 
brians was the Founder of it. Claudion King 
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of Trance conquer'd it in 445. and afterwards 
ic fell to Charles the Bold ih 84'i- and 870. af- 
ter the Ekath of Lothaire 11. and fomecime, 
after it became the fubjiedl of War between 
the Kings of trance, the Emperors of Ger* 
many, and the Counts of Flanders. Ibald^sn 
ifl Count of Flanders took it, and ^ave it to 
his Son K^otth The Emperor dedar'd it a 
free Town, bilt fot all that the French never 
quitted their Claim to it. In 1541- Francis 
I. King of France confeflted it (hould be Neu- 
ter ; but the EmpercTr Charlei V. rook it the 
Year after, and icpc the Inhabitants in aw 
by t<vo Cittadeis built at their own expence. It 
changed Matters fome time after, when the 
Duke of Alenfofi, Brother to King Henry III* 
being made Count of Flanders in 1 5SZ. became 
alfo Mafter of Camhray, and left it . to John 
Montieu Siieuf of Belaghyy who fdon after join'd 
fiimfelf to the League, and afterwards made 
Peace with Henry IV. who made him Prince 
of Camhrayt arid Marefchal of France in 1594. 
But the Spaniards furprii'd this Town, and 
forc'd him to deliver thtm the Cittadel,, the ^tb 
qhober 1596. The Inhabitants acknowledged 
Pbilif IL of SfaiHf but the Arch-bifliop made 
fuch Complaints, iand flxew'd fuch Reafofts, 
that the King was fatisfied with being Mafter 
of the Caftle, and Protedor of the Country, 
and left all other Jurifdidkion to that Prelate. 
The SfOMiards fortified this Town very well, 
and kept fuch a ftrong Garrifon in it, that 
it was look'd upon to be Impregnable, never- 
thdefs the King of France took it by Storm 
on the i^th Efay of April 1677^ And it was 
furrendred to him by the Treaty of Nimeiuen. 
in the Year enfuing. The Fortifications of 
this Town cohfift chiefly in Ravelins, Half- 
Moons, Horn. works, Redoubts and other Out- 
works, the Body of the Place having only a 
Rampart with Towers, and three irregular 
Baftions. Befides the Caftles of Celles and Can- 
tipre the French have built a great Citadel up- 
on a Height which Commands all the Town, 
with a Horn work before the Eaftern-fide- 
the Ditch is wrought in a Rock. The Chap- 
ter of this City is one of the moft confidera^ 
ble of the Low- Countries, confifting of 46 
Cannons, and 95 Ecclefiafticks, .who officiate 
in our Ladie's. Church. Its aflSr^xl, that Dia^ 
Zenes, a Grecian by Nation, was the firft Pre- 
late of Cambray, fent into France by Pope S/- 
ricius about 408. Pope Paul IV. made it an 
Arch-bilhoprick in 15 59- wgon the Requeft of 
King Philip of S^pain, and the-Bifhopricks*o£.

CALAIS, or Calis^ Lzt. Caletun^^ is a Sew^ 
port Town of iFrance, feated in a Marfhy 
Plain, oh the Coaft of the Brif^ narrow Sea». 
In that part of Picardy which is called the 
Re-conquer'd Country, fince ic was taken JFrmn 
the Bn^i/h. Some Authors think it is the Portuti 
iccim of the Ancients ^ but Mr. Sanfm fays^ 
that Bakhfgne was that Pctpus Iccim. It's zU 
fur'd that AfUipiiv IV. cAVdWair-beard, Connt 
of Flanders, begun the Biftilding ^ the Port of 
Calais; and that Philip Count of 3ouhg9u, xm9 
of the Malecontents that join'd together agaiirft 
the Regency of Blanche, Mother of St, Lewit^ 
furronnded it with a Wall, it being bm a 
Village before Bdvoard IIL Kin^ of Buglmd 
beat the French out of it in 1347. after aSiege. 
of 10 or II Months. The £te;Viyi> kept tr tor 
210 Years, and boafted that they had the Key- 
oi France hung at their Girdles, until the French 
recover d it under the Condud: of the Duke of; 
Guife, after a Siege of Nine or Ten Days, in 
the Y^ar 1558. Queen Mary refented the lofs 
To much, that it's thought (he died of Grief 
for it, faying not long before her Death, That 
if (be were open'd they (hould find Crf« 
Idis at her Heart. The Arch duke Albert of 
Aufiria, Governor of the Low-Countries, made 
•himfdf Matter of this Town in 1598. but ic. 
was delivered two Years after to Henry IV.

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by tie Articles of cfa^ Peace of Vervtns. When 
the Duke of Guife took k, it was defended 
by three Baftions^ and had a fourth towards 
the South where the old Cittadel was ; but fince 
it has been more regularly fortified, and now 
has 9 great Royal fiaftions, and many other 
Works, all lin'd with ScoBe. with Ravelins, 
Half' moons and other Out-works« fo that it is 
one of the ftrongeft Places of the Kingdom. It 
kks a double Ditch, very large and deep, thro' 
which runs the River of Hames^ and feveral R,i-* 
vulets that come from the Neighbouring Bogs. 
There's no coming into the To^" bvit by thefe 
Bogs, and a Cay fey commonly cgird the ^rid^e 
t^ Nindl^ or Nieuleti and no encratice into 
the Pore without coming by the Bjshan. This 
Fort is divided into two pansi pne whereof 
is caird Caf-Je-Grajt the other, the biegcft of 
bothi is defended by two Moles cover d with 
Stone ; pare of the River runs thro' the Town , 
ftnd on the. other fide there is aCannal, which 
makes it very convenient for Traffick. Calaij 
is no great Town, but is mighty populous and 
weUlwik; the Streets are very fau: andftcait, 
the moft confiderable is that which begins at 
die Gate of the Lands-iide, and reaches to the 
Port ; it paff^s thro' the great Square where the 
Town-honle is, and near the Palaoe of the Au- 
ditory and the Watch-Tower. It has, befides 
fine Buildings, magnificent Churches -and Mo- 
nafteries.

It is alfo remarkable for its Salt-pits, and on 
the account of the frequent Paflage of Veflels 
aloi^ tbp adjacent Coalts, but efpecially be- 
cau(e it IS; the ofual Rendezvous. 6f the Fi^nch 
Fleet when they put to Sea. Belle-Ifle was 
heretofore pofTeis'd by the Monks of the Ab- 
bey of St. Croix of Guimper^ till King Charles 
IX. cre£ted it into a Marquifate, and beftow'd 
it on ihc Count of £(a!c in 1573. The Abbey 
has been alfo endow'd foir fomc time with (o 
great' a Rev^ue, th||it it was accounted a 
competent Preferment for Anthony of Bourbon, 
bate Brother tp KingHiwr/ IV. to be made 
Lord Abbot thereof.

'In the Month of 
SfuJji 1^696 the Lord ^erkjey having bombard- 
ed SuMartin in the Ifle of tQ)e, landed fome

,ftroy'd about 20 Villages, burnt 1 300 Houfes, 
and brought away a Booty of 1600 Head -of 
.Cattle. 
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with i 6 great Baftions, of an irregular Form, 
nine Ravelins or Half-moons, one of which 
has a Countergardy and a Cittadel or Caftle. 
In the Month oijune 1694. P^r^ of the£«j- 
li(h and Dutch Fleets under the command of 
the Lord Berkley^ and the Marquis ofCarmar- 
then^ with fome Land Forces, commanded by 
Lieutenant General Talma/h and the Lord Cuts, 
attempted to make a defcent upon Breff, but 
were repulfed with the lofs of 400 Seamen, and 
twice as many Land-men, General Talma/h be- 
ing himfelf kill'd in this ralh Expedition ; 
which could not prove otherwife than unfor- 
tunate, fince the French by ftrong new rais'd 
Works and Batteries and great Forces, had 
taken fo much precaution againft it ; having 
no doubt bad timely information of a Defign, 
which before it was ripe for Execution, was 
already a Town-talk in London.

.only Port he has on the Ocean; upon the 
fame fcore it is, that Breji is one of the great 
Magazines of the Admiralty of France ; the 
Naval Stores and Provifions for 70 Sail of 
Men of W,ar being laid up in this Town, 
and Ships of 80 or 90 Guns being built here, 
which renders it a populous and rich Place.

THE Ifland of C^Dj;^, lies in the Atlantic^

It was formetly call'd Tdrtegm^ the Iflc of y«wtf, 
Catiniija., EntBia,, Gaditk/ and Gad^s, from 
which laft Name came. the Word Cadi:{.- It is 
Tever) Miles long» its greateft breadth neai^foun 
To the Eaft of it is a Bridge call'd la Puente de 
Suaco, 700 Paces long, by which it joins with 
the firm Land. . There are both Fields, Vine- 
yards and Mountains in it, but no Springs, 
the want of which is fiijjplied by a great num- 
ber of Wells- The ientranee into the Bay of 
Cadi^i is very dangerous, by reafon of the Rocks 
call'd the Diamond and los Pueros, The Port of 
the Town, which is at the Weft- end of the !• 
fland, looks to the Eaft. The Town is Inha- 
bited, by a great rlumber of rich Merchants, 
who have the fineft Store-houfes in Eurofe. Ic 
is' here that the Tleec and Galleon^ arrive with 
fhe Gold and Silver which the Spaniards draw 
from America. The Town was burlt by the 
TyrUns, and the Caftle by the Moors, and was 
lately well fortified by the care of the prefect 

King of Spain. The Fort of Puntal was-builc 
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Cd defend the Mouth of the GulpI^ ^Pd ^t^ 
tott of St. Philh to fecure the Tore; Tfhe 
Tov^h has the Title of a fiifhoprick^ under the 
Archbllhcp of Sevil. It has many well built. 
Churches, and is one of the ancient Cities iti 
Sfctln^ fcarce yielding to' any in that Kingdont 
for Greatnefs, Magnificence, and the nimiber 
and Riches of its Inhabitants. It was hare that 
:^dbert Earl of EJfcx and Sir VT^alter [{awlctgh^ 
burn*d the Spnni/h Indian Fleet, ' confifting oi 
40 Ssiil of Ships, whofe lading was valued ac 
eight Millions of Crowns, and* overcame tTier 
Spanifh Navy, confifting of 37 Men of War, 
took the St. Michael and St. Andrew^ two great.

RHBINBEl(p, or I^hineberg, Lat. Hhenoj 
. berga, is a little but very ftrong-Town, 
feated on the I(hinei in a fmall Country of ten- 
Miles extent, belonging, to the Archbifhoprick- 
of Cologne, tho* feparated from the reft by the* 
fmall Territority of Menrj. A fmall River, 
or Canal pafles by it and runs quite crofs 
from the I^ine to the Maefe, by means of 
which convenient Sicuation^it has a good Trade, 
and its Inhabitants are reafonably rich. This* 
Town being near the Borders of Geiderland,) 
has been claim'd by the Hollanders, Sind is there- 
fore ftrongly fortified with feveral irregular* 
Baftions, Ravelins; Half moons, and two advan- 
c'd Forts on both fides the l{hine. It was 
taken from the Sf^niards by the Hollanders 
in 1633, and continued under them till i672..> 
when it was taken by the French, and reftor*d 
to the Elector of Co/ o^i^^. the. right owner. The 
French fei2'd upon it in 1688, in favour of 
Cardinal Furftemburg, but were forced to quit 
it the year next following. It ftands 42 Miles 
N. W. of Cologne, and 12E. o( Gelders, Lon%, .

T/y'EH, Gall. Treves. Lat. Augufta Treviro 
rum, is a very ancient City, feated on.thi 
Mofelle, with an Archbi(hop*s See and Eledorati 
of the Empire. I was ruin'd 4 or 3 times bj 
the Huns^ Vandals, Goths and French, but al 
ways recover d with greater Splendor; whicf 
gave the Emperors (^that ftaid any time in Gaul 
occafion to make it their ordinary Refidence 
and adorn it with a Circus and Capitol. Th( 
Archbifhop of Trlery in that Quality, is Prince 
of the Empire, and Temporal Lord of his E^ 
ftates, and was formerly Metropolitan of the 
Bilhopricks d Ment^, Cologne, Liege, Vtrecht^ 
Sfrasburg, Worms and Sfire, all which arc 
now feparated from his Archbifhoprick ; fo that 
he has but three Suffragants, vi7(. Meta[, Toul^ 
and Verdun, which are all under the King of 
France. They pretend they have our Saviour'^ 
Tunick at Trier, and that left it fliould be ftoln 
away, they conceal the Place it's hidden in : 
but it's probable this care is taken the better to 
keep the Cheat undifcovery . This City is forti- 
fied with ftrong Walls. Towers, detacbVl Ba^ 
ftions, and a deep Ditch, fiU'd with the Wa- 
ters of the Mofelle j over which River is a 
Bridge guarded by a fort of a Horn-work« 
k Univerlity was eftabliih'd here in 1472. 
which is in a flouriftiing Condition. Here are 
alfo 4 Collegiate Churches, 5 PariOies, 2 Ab- 
beystf and 'feveral Religious Houfes. This was 
formerly an Imperial and free City, but has 
been*(ubje(ft to its Archbifhop ever iince^is^i 
when it was furpriz*d by the Archbifhop ^ames 
III. It was put into the Hands of the Fr^ch in 
1632. to prefeire ic, as it was pretended, from 
iht Swedes^ they kept it till 1645.

PHILIPSBVRp, Lat. Pbiloburgum, is a very 
ioipwiant Forcrefs near the Eaft-fide of the 
P^hine, tho; formerly but a fmdl'Town call'd 
Vdcnheim,' whicrli was firft encompas'd with 
Walls by Gelbert'Ki^o^ oi Spire, in 1343. It 
took its modern Niame from Pbilif Ciniftophcr 
de Saleren^ Bi(hop of Spire and Archbiftiop of 
Trier, who in 161 5. caus'd it to be iortified • 
with feVen Royal Baftions. The Caftle was 
founded in 15 13. by George Count Palatine of 
the Hhine and Bilhop of Spired rcpair'd in 1 573 ' 
by Bifhop Marquard de Harflein^ and is a mag- 
nificent Building. The Town is feared in a 
Plain environ d with Marflies, which adds iinich ' 
to its Strength. It was confign'd to the Bifhop 
-of Spire, rwho has ever had his Refidence in 
the Caftle) but ftill under the Protedion of the 
Emperor. It fell into ti.e Hands of the Imperi- 
alifts thrcj* the Cowardtmefs of the Gorcmor. • 
The Swedes drove them thence in January 1634 
and . gave it to Lewis XIIL^ but as the Forrifi- 
cations of it could not be finifh'd, becaufe of the 
rigour of the Winter, the Imperialifts furpriz'd. 
it by Night, Jnn. 23. 1635.. Afterwards tie 
Duke oijinguien, having defeated the Bavarians 
at Friburg^ retook Spire ^nd Philipsburg, in 164^. 
The French beftow'd great coft in fortifying it, 
adding many Outworks according to the mo- 
dern manner. The Germans and their Allies, 
who had block'd it up for a long time, be- 
fieg'd ir, May 16. 1676. and it was furrendred 
to them upon Articles, Seff'. 17- following. 
In 1 688. Sept.ibe 27 it was^nvefted by the 
French. The 6th of OBober the Dauphin of 
France came thither, and here made his firft 
Campagne ; the firft of November it was fur- 
rendred, when it might have holden out much 
longer. It was reftor*d to the Emperor by the 
Treaty of l{;fmck. in 1697. It ftands 7 Miles 
5. of Spire, and 18 S. IV. of Heildelberg. Lat. 
28 d. 10 m, Lat. 49 J, 4 m.

MANHEINj is. a pretty Town of the Pala- 
tine of the ^jine, frated on the conflu- 
ence of the ^jhte and Keck/tr, It was ftrong- 
ly fortified by Frederick]}!, in 1606. but taken 
and difmantled by the Spaniards in 1622, after- 
wards refortified by Charles Lewis the iaft E-

Argentoratttm, or 
Argentina, or Triloeorum and Tribocum, and 
by fome Moderns Snasburgum^, is the Capital 
City of Atfatia, and one of the farreft of 
Germany. It is a Blfhop's See under the Arch- 
blfhop of Mcnt:{, and was for many. Ages a 
free and imperial City, feated in the midft of 
a greafPlain, upon the little River ///, where it 
falls into the Breufche, one Mile from the J^hinet 
over which it has a Timber- Bridge of great 
length. This is a place of very great ftrength- 
ahd Wealth, and fo ancient, tliat it is faid to 
have been built Anno JMimd. 1955. It is a- 
d'orn'd with many ftately Buildings, among 
which the Town-houfe, Arfenal and Cathedral 
Church dedicated to the Virgin Mary, are chiefly 
remarkable, but more particularly the latter for 
its Steeple call'd Tower of Mynfler, which is 
Pyramidal and fo built that it lies all open and 
pervious to the Liglit Jaeing the moft efteem'd 
for its Workmanlhip ^i|j^ny"other Steeple in 
Chriftendom. It is 57oHFoot high, and has 
700 Steps, and in it a Clock exceedingly 
admir'd, (hewing not only the Hours of the 
Day, but the Motions of all the Planets, In 
the Year 1440 or thereabouts, the Art of Print- 
ing was firft invented by John Guttemburg, a 
Citizen of Strasbmg, who remov'd about the 
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fame time to Ments[, and there moftly us*d and 
improv'd this nol?le Art, fo that a mighty con- 
teft has been managed between Harlem, Straf 
burg and Ment:^, which of *em IhaU have the 
Honour of this Invention. Here is an Univer-. 
fity founded by the Senate in the Year 1538. 
This City embraced the Lutheran Religion in 
1 529, and the Year following encred a League 
with the Reformed Cantons for her defence ; . 
fince that time its Government was Republi- 
can, tAlSept. 1 68 1, when the Frewci King hav- . 
ing before poffefs'd himfelf of all Alfatia, fud- 
dainly furpriz'd this important Place, in a time 
of. Peace, when no pody fuspedked it, which •, 
may be afcriby ta the Pride and Folly of the 
Town,. and. their, over- great Love of Liberty,. 
by refufing, 500 Men phe Emperor ofFer'dthem 
fq^ their fecurity. The old Fortifications of . 
thjs Towq . were but ^ a double Wall, and a 
tdfe-bray ; te) that it was not, capable o£ mak- 
ing a long refiftance. But the French have for- 
tified it very ftrongly with i4Baftions, (fome 
regular, and others irregular^ Ravelins, Hom- 
work$y aqd , a Citt^el which is a regular Pen- 
tagon, with'- a Horn-work and a Crown- work 
for its defence on that end of the Town next 
ih^Hhine ; together with Forts in fome Iflands 
in the l^hine to fecurc the Bridge, and com- 
mand the Paffage of the River. There are 
alip two fmall Fprts at the two chief Gates, 
which lead. towards Alfatia, fo.that in cafe, 
of a Revolt, they can cut off all communica- 
with the Country. The Capitulation 
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mgde with the French in i68i has not hither- 
to been well obfervd, yet there is not above 
aoD B^omifh Converts. _ The arbitrary Govern- 
ment of ^rancf has ^Imoft quite fuak the Trade 
of. this City. ' It, ftands. 55 Miles N, of Bafil, 
140 IV. of Auiburg, 64 S, E. of Heildelberg, 
and 70 £.,.of Nancy. Long 27 d. 26- m.

HVNNINGEN; . is a Village in Suntgaw, ..

Bafily Situate upon ihtBjpine, which the French 
have.rendred very remarkable for- the ftrong, 
Caftle.they had of late years ereded th^re. 
and which gave no little Umbrage to the Svpif' 
fers.. This Fgrt was a regular Pentagon, after 
the method of Monfieur Vauban, with Lodg, 
ings for 4or 5o«o Men; and had a Maga- 
zine Vaulted with Brick fo ftrongly, that ic. 
was Proof againft Bombs, Befides . the, Rd- 
velins». Te,nail)es, Counterfcarps and double 
Ditch, it had two large Horn-Works-to the N., 
and S. aod a third on the other .fide x)f the 
River; fo that ic was one of the Strongeft. 
Places in Europe, being feated.in a great Plain,, 
and commanded by no Rifing Ground. But all 
this was deftroy'd in purfuance of the Peace 
of Refmckc 
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Bf(JSACt Lafc Brifacutn, or Brifacus Mons, 
the Capital of che Brifga^o^ in Upper Al" 
fana^ ftands on che rifing Ground, on the Eaft 
or right fide of the {{^nne^ which has there 
a. fine Stone- Bridge. It is efteeoi'd one of the 
ftrongeft Places of Eur^pet whether its Situa** 
ticn oe confiderd, or. what Art has concri« 
buted to render it regidar; fo that fome Aur 
thors call it the Cittadel of Alfin'a. It was 
heretofore an imperial City, but was lubje&cd 
to the Houfe of Auftria about 1330. Gujiav" 
us Hornct a Sweden made an Attempt upon it 
in 1633, ^^^^ his great Advantages . over the 
loiperialifts ; but the Duke of Feria broke his 
Meafures, and threw fuccours into the Place. 
The Duke oiWeymar being fick at Newemburg 
near Brifac in 1639, ^^^ Marquis of Guebri* 
ant poflefs'd himfelf of this and the other Places, 
vidiich were left to the King of France by a 
Treaty the Year following, and which have 
been yielded by the Peace of IVeJhhalia^ and 
confirm'd again by» the Pyr^mean Treaty. It 
iias ever fince been in the Hands of the French^ 
who have built a Fortres in an Ifland of the 
H^ne call'd New Brifact with eight great Baf- 
cions» and a ftrong- Cittadel which commands 
both the old and new Town. Old Brifac i$ 
fortified with nine great Baftions and as many 
Ravelins or Half- Moons, fo that the Fortifica- 
tions are a League in Circumference, and the 
Place, tho' poor and miferable. Capable . of 
Garrifoning 9 or loooo Men. Old-Brifac was 
reftor'd to the Emperor in 1700 after, the fair 
Stone-Bridge over the Hfjine was deftroy'd, pur« 
fuant to tlie Treaty of Ifjfmck. It ftands 26. 
Miles N. of Bafili and 30 S. of Strasburg^

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but now not above four Miles* The Swea 
took fit three Times in 1632, 1634 and 163 
This Town is renown'd for its Riches, ar 
other Advantages, and for a memorable BattI 
which the Duke of Angiiien won there in 164 
Marefchal Crequi took ic in 1677, for Levp 
XIV. who caus'd it to be well fortified wii 
eight great Baftions, five Ravelins, and tw 
great advanc'd Forts.

MOhrr-HplAL, IS a very ftrong Town.buik 
in 1687, by the French, in the Palati- 
nate of the l(hiney on the Borders of the Arch- 
biftoprick of Triers, in a Penifle fnade by the 
River Mt>felle. This Fortrefs confifted of fix 
Baft ions, a Cittadel alfo of fix Baftions, both 
of an irregular Foi-m, two Ravelins and as 
many Hbrn- Works, fo that it was thought Im- 
fregnablc.

PIGNEl^L, Lat* Pirtarolo, or Pinaroium, 
the Capital City of a Country which of 
late has been cdll*d French Piedrmm^ is fituated 
at the Foot of the Afpf, near the Borders of 
Drtufhine, upon the River Chijius. This Town 
is extremely well fortified with eight great Ba- 
ftions, fix Ravelins, and a Cittadel in form of 
a long Square, with double Baftions, two 
great Horn-works, and a very good Glacis ; fo 
that it was reckon'd One of the ftrcngeft places 
in Europe, and a terrible Thorn in the Duke of 
Savoys Poor, while ie remained in the French 
King's Hands. It belonged formerly ro the 
Duke of Savoy, and ferv'd as an Appenage 
to the youngeft Sons of that Houfe, till it 
was taken by the French Forces, under the 
Command of Cardinal ^cblitu^ in the 
Year 1630. And afterwards, by the cunning 
Fetches of the fame Cardinal, and of the 
Dmchefs Dmagtr of Sa'vcy, who was of 
French Blood, fold by Duke Vi^or AmeJeus^ 
together with the Fort and Valley of Pereufe^ 
for the fum of 494000 Crowns, who befides 
this fum refign'd ro the Dtrke the Towns of 
of Alba and Albefan, in the Dutchy of Montfer- 
rofy. with the adjaceiit Terrijories, by a fe- 
cret Treaty held ^tCherafco in 163 1. In the 
Year 1693 the Duke of Savoy^ at the Headijf 
the Confederate Armyjlai.-I Siege to it ; and took 
one of the Horn- works callM Fort &. Bridgef^ 
which had communication with the Cittadel 
by a Cover*d-way, and a Paflage under Ground. 
But inftead of going on vigoroufly with the 
Siege of the Town and Cittadel, he left *em 
block'd up, and went to fight Monfieur Cati- 
naf the French General, who lay encamp d with 
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11 or 14000 Men; between the Mountains of 
Fenejlreile and Bo£fa, 7 or 8 Leagues N. PV. 
of Pignerol; but finding it hard to come at 
him, went back and open d the Trenches be- 
fore Pignerol in September. Catinat by this 
time having reinforc'd his Army, and com- 
ing to the relief of the Town, the Confede- 
rates rais'd the Siege, and having blown up 
the Fort St. Bridget^ went to meet him near 
the Village call'd Orbajfan, 10 m. N. £. of 
Pignerol^ as many N.^ oi Carmagnol'9, in the 
Plain caird Marfeiilane, where a bloody Battle 
«vas fought on the ^h of ORobtr 1693. in 
which the Trench won the Day, but loft above 
6000 Men, and the Confederates about 5500; 
among the reft the Duke of Schomberg, who hav- 
ing done Wonders, at the Head of his Regiment, 
received a mortal Wound, of which he died 13 
Days after. Pignerol was rcftor'd to the Duke 
of Savoy, and all its Fortifications demolifli'd 
by the Treaty of Turin 1696. It ftands xo 
Miles almoft S. IV. of Turin, 43 almoft E. of 
Ambrun, 68 N. of Nice, 57 nigh H^. oiCafaU 
and 350. 5. B. of Paris ^ Long. 27 d. Lat. 44
